To  the  TJrhan  Sanitary  Authority ,  the  Town  Council  of  the 
Borough  of  Newport,  Isle  of  Wight. 


Gentlemen, 

Herewith  I  present  my  13th  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1909. 

Population  and  Vital  Statistics. — I  still  adhere  to  the  method 
laid  down  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  base  my  calcu¬ 
lations  so  far  as  population  and  vital  statistics  are  concerned 
to  Midsummer  instead  of  the  end  of  the  year,  as  any  alteration 
before  the  next  census  would  upset  my  averages  and  prevent 
comparisons.  Therefore,  taking  my  estimate  of  the  population 
at  Midsummer,  1908,  as  11,854,  and  as  the  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  for  the  year  ended  Midsummer,  1909,  was  80,  this  would 
make  our  total  estimated  population  to  be  now  11,934,  and  on 
this  figure  I  shall  as  usual  base  my  birth  and  mortality  rates. 

The  Borough  has,  in  common  with  the  country  generally, 
suffered  from  the  continued  depression  in  trade.  Being  the 
Market  Town  and  the  trading  centre  of  the  Island,  the  depression, 
and  especially  that  connected  with  agriculture,  affects  it  more 
closely  than  other  towns  which  are  of  a  residential  character. 
The  supply  of  houses  being  well  up  to  the  demand,  very  little 
has  been  done  in  the  way  of  building,  and  this  has  naturally 
caused  many  of  the  artisan  class  to  seek  elsewhere  for  employment, 
but  doubtless,  with  the  returning  swing  of  the  pendulum,  this 
state  of  things  will  right  itself  again.  Some  improvements  have, 
however,  been  made  to  existing  premises  and  a  few  new  houses 
erected. 
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Physical  Features.— The  Borough,  which  is  about  lj-  miles 
square  and  comprises  501  acres,  is  situated  about  in  the  centre  of 
the  Island,  and  is  well  drained  by  the  river  Medina,  which  flows 
through  it.  Being  situated  in  a  valley  almost  entirely  surrounded 
with  chalk  downs,  it  enjoys  an  equable  climate  and  is  well  pro¬ 
tected  from  cold  winds.  The  subsoil  is  of  a  varied  character, 
part  being  clay  and  part  chalk,  while  a  rich  vein  of  gravel  exists 
in  the  hills  on  the  south  which  are  known  as  St.  George’s  Down. 
The  town  is  well  drained,  lighted,  and  has  a  good  water  supply, 
the  property  of  the  Corporation. 

General  Conditions  and  Population. — Newport  is  the  capital  of 
the  Island  and  the  business  centre,  the  Ryde,  Newport,  and  Cowes 
railway,  with  its  branch  line,  converge  here  also,  making  Newport 
its  centre,  and  the  greater  portion  of  the  Island  shipping  trade  is 
done  at  the  Quay,  which  has  lately  been  extended  to  meet  the 
increasing  trade.  A  weekly  cattle  market  is  held  on  Tuesdays 
and  a  corn  market  on  Saturdays,  and,  as  these  are  the  only 
markets  held  in  the  Island,  they  are  both  well  patronised.  The 
resident  population,  judging  from  the  last  census,  is  about  11,000, 
and  is  not  in  any  way  overcrowded,  the  average  being  not  over 
5  persons  per  house  and,  as  my  annual  reports  show,  the  birth 
and  death  rates  compare  well  with  other  towns  of  a  similar 
character. 


Births. — The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year 
was  :  Males,  120  ;  females,  110  ;  making  a  total  of  230,  giving  a 
birth-rate  of  19.27  per  1,000.  The  appended  table  shows  a 
decrease  on  that  of  last  year.

Deaths. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  163, 
giving  a  mortality  rate  of  13,65  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  popu¬ 
lation. 

This,  I  regret  to  say,  is  the  highest  number  of  deaths  recorded 
for  the  past  10  years.  A  large  number  of  deaths  occurred  during 
March,  April,  and  May.  The  weather  during  those  months  was 
very  severe  and  changeable,  and  told  on  the  old  and  young. 
61  of  the  deaths  recorded  occurred  during  those  three  months, 
as  against  33  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1908.

In  reviewing  these  deaths,  those  under  1  year  number  19,  a 
decrease  of  4  on  that  of  last  year  ;  of  those  over  1  year  and  under 
5,  an  increase  of  7  ;  of  those  5  and  under  15,  an  increase  of  4  ; 
of  those  15  and  under  25,  an  increase  of  1  ;  of  those  25  and  under 
65,  an  increase  of  9  ;  and  of  those  65  and  upwards,  an  increase 
of  28. 

Of  the  19  deaths  under  1  year,  7  were  under  1  month,  2  of 
these  7  being  under  1  week  and  1  lived  only  2  hours. 

The  death-rate  of  infants  under  1  year  per  1,000  births 
registered  is  82.60.

Preventable  Diseases. — The  total  number  of  deaths  from  this 
cause  was  4,  due  to  diphtheria,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  0.33  per 
1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  Although  a  slight  increase  on 
that  of  last  year,  namely  0.25,  it  is  nevertheless  a  remarkably  low 
death-rate.  For  comparison  I  append  a  table  giving  an  analysis 
of  the  deaths  from  preventable  and  other  diseases  for  the  past 
5  years  and  the  months  in  which  they  occurred  ;  another  table 
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(overleaf)  for  1909  only,  gives  details  of  deaths  from  all  causes, 
the  ages  at  which  they  occurred,  and  the  diseases  which  caused 
such  deaths.

I  regret  that  this  is  the  highest  number  of  notifiable  diseases 
I  have  ever  recorded  and  is  due  to  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever. 

The  following  are  the  particulars  of  the  cases  notified  during 
the  year  under  review  : — 

Typhoid  Fever. — There  were  3  cases  of  this  disease  notified 
during  the  year,  and  all  satisfactorily  recovered. 

Continued  Fever. — Only  one  case  of  this  disease  occurred,  and 
was  of  a  slight  character. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  33  cases  of  this  disease  notified, 
as  against  34  last  year,  and  I  regret  4  of  these  proved  fatal,  1  of 
the  4  from  paralysis  six  weeks  after  notification.  The  treatment 
by  injection  of  antitoxin  has  been  followed  this  year  as  last  with, 
I  consider,  most  satisfactory  results,  the  deaths  being  only  slightly 
over  6  per  cent,  of  the  67  cases  that  occurred  during  the  2  years. 
Again,  I  consider  this  result  shows  the  value  of  antitoxin  as  a 
prophylactic  against  this  disease,  as  before  its  introduction  the 
percentage  of  deaths  would  have  been  nearer  50  to  60  per  cent. 
With  the  exception  of  4  adults,  the  whole  number  of  cases  were 
under  12  years  of  age,  and  the  adults  in  each  case  contracted  the 
disease  through  nursing  the  children  in  their  houses. 

Very  few  sanitary  defects  were  discovered  in  the  houses  or 
on  the  premises  in  which  the  cases  occurred.  Every  precaution 
was  taken,  the  sick  rooms  disinfected,  and  the  disease  confined 
to  the  houses  in  which  it  originated. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  79  cases  of  this  disease  notified, 
as  many  as  4,  5,  6,  and  in  one  instance  even  8  children  in  one  family 
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being  down  with  the  disease.  The  fever  started  with  a  few  cases 
at  the  end  of  1908,  and  stray  cases  continued  to  crop  up  from 
January  to  August,  and  then  it  became  epidemic  from  September 
to  December.  The  epidemic  was,  in  my  opinion,  due  to  the  particu¬ 
larly  mild  character  of  the  disease,  and  as  a  consequence  many 
parents  would  send  their  children  to  school  failing  to  recognise 
they  were  suffering  from  scarlet  fever,  and  thus  children  were 
found  attending  school  in  the  peeling  stage  and  so  spreading  the 
infection  broadcast.  As  a  precaution  against  this,  in  conjunction 
with  the  School  Medical  Inspector,  we  inspected  the  whole  of  the 
children  in  one  school  where  many  of  the  cases  were  occurring, 
and  at  which  school  children  had  been  found  attending  in  the 
desquamating  stage,  but  did  not  find  any  further  cases.  We  also 
gave  the  Head  Teacher  instructions  that  any  suspicious  cases 
should  immeditaely  be  sent  to  the  School  Medical  Inspector  for 
examination,  and  by  this  means  others  were  discovered. 

In  the  matter  of  another  school,  from  which  a  few  children 
had  been  notified,  which  was  really  a  Sunday  School,  but  which 
had  been  temporarily  occupied  as  a  council  day  school,  as  a  pre¬ 
cautionary  measure  I  advised  this  should  be  thoroughly  disinfected 
on  its  ceasing  to  be  used  as  such. 

Of  the  whole  79  cases,  as  far  as  I  am  informed,  only  5  were  really 
severe,  but  I  am  pleased  to  add  that  not  a  single  death  occurred. 
In  the  whole  of  the  cases  isolation  was  carried  out  as  far  as  practic¬ 
able,  and  all  the  sick  rooms  disinfected  by  the  Borough  Sanitary 
Inspector  at  the  close  of  the  illness. 

Influenza—  There  was  again  an  epidemic  of  this  complaint 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  certainly  more  severe  in  character 
than  that  of  last  year.  Two  deaths  were  directly  attributable 
to  it,  though  at  the  same  time  in  February,  March,  and  April 
there  were  many  deaths  from  bronchitis,  which  possibly  had  their 
origin  in  influenza. 

Whooping  Cough . — There  was  again  an  outbreak  of  this 
disease  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  It  was  more  severe  than 
last  year  and  3  deaths  were  attributable  to  it. 

Diarrhoea . — There  were  very  few  cases  of  this  complaint, 
due  to  the  season  being  so  cold  and  inclement.  One  death  was 
recorded  from  it. 

Cancer. — There  were  11  deaths  recorded  to  this  disease, 
against  14  last  year,  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  0.91  per  1,000  of 
our  estimated  population,  as  against  1.18  last  year. 
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Membranous  Croup,  Puerperal  Fever,  Small-pox,  and  Typhus 
Fever. — The  Borough  has  been  entirely  free  from  these  diseases 
throughout  the  year. 

Violent  and  Accidental  Deaths. — There  were  3  deaths  recorded 
from  these  causes  as  against  5  last  year. 

Of  the  violent  deaths,  1  committed  suicide  by  shooting  himself. 

Of  the  accidents,  1  was  from  a  fall  downstairs,  the  other 
through  being  thrown  from  a  trolly. 

Inquests  were  held  in  each  case. 

Tuberculosis. — There  were  8  cases  of  this  complaint  notified. 
Of  these,  2  cases  occurred  at  the  Workhouse,  which  is  outside  my 
district,  but  in  conformity  with  the  Act  have  to  be  notified  to  me. 
Of  these  I  can  give  no  further  information,  but  of  the  remainder 
which  occurred  in  the  Borough  4  have  died.  Of  those  living  in 
the  Borough  the  houses  were  inspected,  the  parents  and  friends 
were  advised  as  to  the  necessary  precautions  to  be  taken  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  after  death  the  houses  were  disin- 
fected  by  the  Borough  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Visits  and  Inspection  of  Premises. — At  the  close  of  another 
year  I  am  able  to  again  congratulate  you  on  the  improved  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Borough.  The  work  of  searching  out  the  dark 
spots,  removing  defective  drains,  repaving  back-yards  and  damp 
areas,  removing  obsolete  sanitary  fittings,  and  replacing  them 
with  modern  appliances  has  been  steadily  pushed  forward,  and 
on  visiting  various  houses  I  have  not  failed  to  observe  the  large 
number  of  W.C.’s  which  are  now  provided  with  the  modern 
flushing  tank,  where  until  recently  it  was  quite  conspicuous  by 
its  absence.  Although  no  large  drainage  works  have  been  carried 
out,  a  great  amount  of  detail  work  has  been  done. 

Slaughterhouses. — The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  these  premises 
under  his  immediate  and  regular  supervision  and  I  have  had  no 
unfavourable  report  from  him  in  reference  to  them.  The  drainage 
is  well  maintained,  the  limewashing  attended  to,  and  the  manure 
also  removed.  Each  slaughterhouse  is  well  supplied  with  water. 

Bakehouses. — These  are  all  under  my  personal  supervision 
and  the  regulations  as  to  limewashing  and  cleanliness  are  well 
observed.  There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  Borough, 
but,  all  being  on  the  ground  floor,  there  is  little  or  no  difficulty 
experienced  in  providing  light  and  ventilation.  Each  bakehouse 
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is  provided  with  a  separate  water  supply.  The  total  number  in 
use  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  25,  as  against  the  same  number, 
25,  at  the  close  of  1908.  With  but  one  or  two  exceptions,  all  are 
retail  and  combine  the  bread  and  confectionery  branches. 

Public  Sewers. — It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  make  any 
additions  or  alterations  to  the  public  sewerage  system  during  the 
year,  and,  although  the  rainfall  has  been  exceptionally  heavy, 
the  heaviest  I  think  since  the  greater  portion  of  the  sewers  have 
been  laid,  yet  the  Borough  Surveyor  informs  me  he  has  not  ex¬ 
perienced  any  serious  difficulty  and  no  flooding  has  resulted  from 
surcharged  sewers,  although  in  many  towns  this  trouble  has 
occurred  with  very  disastrous  results,  placing  the  local  authorities 
in  serious  difficulties,  and  has  also  been  a  source  of  great  expense. 
The  admirable  manner  in  which  the  system  of  relief  sewers  have 
done  their  work  during  this  season  of  abnormal  rainfall  amply 
proves  the  wisdom  of  your  Authority  in  making  such  provision  . 

Public  Schools. — The  public  schools  are  the  same  in  number 
as  reported  last  year— three  elementary,  under  the  control  of  the 
Borough  Education  Authority  ;  one  higher  grade  school,  under 
the  control  of  the  County  Education  Authority  ;  and  the  Grammar 
School,  under  Trustees.  During  the  year  the  oldest  of  your 
public  school  buildings,  belonging  to  the  Church  of  England,  has 
been  pulled  down,  and  new,  larger,  and  handsomer  buildings 
erected  in  their  place,  in  which  the  boys  and  girls  are  now  being 
educated,  while  the  infant  classes  are  removed  from  the  building 
which  they  previously  occupied  and  are  now  using  a  portion  of  the 
old  school  building,  which  has  been  altered  to  accommodate  them. 
This  is  a  great  improvement,  the  new  buildings  being  commodious, 
light,  and  airy,  while  the  sanitary  accommodation  is  ample  and 
the  fittings  up  to  date,  the  whole  being  a  splendid  addition  to  your 
public  schools. 

Market. — The  cattle  market  is  held  weekly  in  St.  James’ 
Square  and  is  well  filled  with  cattle,  in  fact  to  such  an  extent  is 
this  often  the  case  that  there  is  very  little  room  left  for  buyers 
and  sellers.  The  same  prompt  methods  are  adopted  for  clearing 
the  manure  and  washing  and  disinfecting  the  surface  as  have 
been  done  in  the  past,  with  equally  good  results,  and  I  congratulate 
the  department  having  charge  of  this  work  on  the  prompt  and 
effectual  manner  in  which  this  is  carried  out.  I  have  received  no 
complaint  as  to  nuisance  beyond  that  which  is  only  very  temporary 
and  unavoidable. 

Isolation  Hospital. — In  my  last  annual  report  I  concluded  my 
remarks  on  this  subject  with  these  wrords  :  “I  sincerely  hope  that 
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by  the  end  of  the  year  1909  the  provision  of  an  isolation  hospital 
will  be  an  accomplished  fact,”  but  the  year  has  closed  and  again 
my  hopes  have  not  been  realised.  However,  the  wheels  of  pro¬ 
gress,  which  for  a  time  were  checked,  have  again  been  set  in 
motion.  During  the  year  the  necessary  Parliamentary  Order  wrns 
obtained,  the  Joint  Hospital  Board  formed,  the  scheme  settled, 
plans  for  the  building  approved,  estimates  as  to  cost  obtained, 
and  at  the  time  of  writing  a  tender  has  been  accepted  and  the 
building  actually  commenced.  The  Hospital  has  to  be  ready  for 
occupation  in  12  months. 


This  is  substantial  progress,  and  I  am  confident  that,  when 
completed,  your  Authority  may  be  congratulated  on  being  joint 
owners  of  such  a  necessary  public  institution.  My  experience 
of  the  past  year  in  dealing  with  the  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  has 
proved  to  me  more  than  ever  the  great  advantage  to  be  derived 
from  having  such  an  institution  at  your  disposal,  and  I  am  confi¬ 
dent  that  had  this  hospital  been  available,  a  very  large  proportion 
of  the  cases  would  not  in  all  probability  have  occurred,  because, 
if  the  first  case  in  a  family  had  been  promptly  removed  and 
isolated  in  the  hospital,  and  the  house  disinfected,  the  health  of 
the  remaining  inmates  would  have  been  safeguarded  and  the 
sickness  confined  to  the  one  case,  whereas  in  several  instances 
2  to  6  persons  in  one  house  were  down  with  the  disease  as  a  result 
of  the  limited  accommodation  of  the  dwellinghouses  and  conse¬ 
quent  ineffectual  isolation,  and  further,  the  centres  of  infection 
would  have  been  largely  reduced.  Then  again,  provision  will  be 
made  at  the  hospital  for  the  disinfection  by  means  of  steam  and 
hot  air  of  all  bedding,  carpets,  clothing,  etc.,  which  cannot  possibly 
be  carried  out  at  the  home,  and,  although  every  care  is  taken  by 
your  Sanitary  Inspector  to  thoroughly  fumigate  the  sick  room  and 
all  the  articles  therein,  it  is  well  known  that  this  is  not  absolutely 
thorough  disinfection  as  far  as  bedding,  carpets,  clothing,  etc., 
are  concerned. 


j Refuse  Destructor. — The  vexed  question  of  the  best  method 
of  dealing  with  house  refuse  is  still  unsolved,  and  undoubtedly 
it  is  a  very  difficult  matter  to  deal  with  and  of  great  importance 
to  all  communities.  I  am  aware  in  dealing  with  these  public 
questions  the  financial  aspect  must  be  considered,  and  carefully 
so,  but  where  the  health  of  the  public  is  concerned,  surely  this 
should  take  second  place,  and  from  this  standpoint  I  must,  as 
your  Medical  Officer,  again  advise  you  to  adopt  some  form  of 
refuse  destructor  and  burn  up  all  the  vegetable  and  other  refuse 
matter  collected  in  your  district  rather  than  allow  the  refuse  heap 


to  continue  with  all  its  objectionable  surroundings.  If  such  a 
scheme  were  carried  out,  you  would  add  yet  another  to  the  list  of 
your  sanitary  achievements. 


Water  Supply. — I  can  add  nothing  further  to  what  I  have 
said  in  my  previous  reports  on  your  splendid  water  supply,  which 
still  maintains  its  very  high  standard  of  purity  and  is  ample  in 
quantity.  The  continued  increase  in  the  quantity  supplied  to 
other  authorities  shows  how  largely  it  is  appreciated  and  the  great 
boon  it  is  to  the  surrounding  districts.  The  new  plant  which  you 
have  this  year  laid  down  to  increase  the  pumping  capacity  will, 
I  am  confident,  prove  to  be  a  wise  precaution  to  meet  future  needs, 
and  will  justify  the  necessary  outlay.

CONCLUSIONS. 

This  is  a  water  of  a  high  standard  of  purity,  as  judged  from 
the  chemical  and  bacteriological  results. 

Note. — Instead  of  using  ice  alone,  we  observed  that  a  freezing 
mixture  had  been  employed  for  filling  the  case,  with  the  result 
that  the  sample  had  completely  frozen.  Possibly  this  may 
account  in  part  for  the  excessively  small  number  of  organisms 
per  c.c.  of  the  sample,  as  no  doubt  certain  of  the  more  delicate 
of  the  water  organisms  might  have  been  killed.  However,  this 
does  not  detract  in  any  important  particular  from  the  excellent 
bacteriological  results.

Public  Improvements. — There  has  not  been  any  large  scheme 
of  public  improvement  carried  out  during  the  year,  although  some 
smaller  works  have  been  accomplished,  amongst  which  is  the 
provision  by  your  Authority  of  convenient  and  well -fitted  public 
lavatories,  for  both  ladies  and  gentlemen,  which  are  a  credit  to 
the  town  and  supply  a  long-felt  want.  I  am  sure  if  another  of  a 
like  character  were  provided  at  the  Carisbrooke  end  of  the  Borough 
it  would  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works. — The  town  sewage  is  still  being 
chemically  treated  at  your  works  on  the  quay  in  the  same  satis¬ 
factory  manner  as  previously  reported  by  me.  Although  the 
quantity  to  be  treated  is  on  the  increase,  the  works  and  staff 
have  met  all  demands  made  upon  them.  Again  I  can  bear 
testimony  to  the  care  and  cleanliness  which  the  manager  and  his 
staff  exercise  in  the  management  of  this  important  work,  and  as 
a  consequence  I  have  received  no  complaint  respecting  ic.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR 
For  the  Year  1909. 


To  the  Mayor  and  Town  Council ,  the  Urban  Sanitary  Authority 

for  the  Borough  of  Newport,  I.  W . 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  approval  my  15th  Annual  Report 
of  the  work  executed  under  your  Authority  for  the  year  ended 
December  31st,  1909. 

MILKSHOPS  AND  DAIRIES. 

Although  some  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  occupancy 
of  these  premises,  the  total  number  of  persons  registered  under  the 
Milkshops  and  Dairies  Act  of  1885  differs  but  slightly  from  that 
of  last  year.  One  dairyman  has  retired  from  the  business  and  the 
dairy  is  closed,  1  has  left  the  Borough,  and  1  has  died,  while  3  fresh 
dairymen  have  been  registered,  making  the  present  total :  12  dairy¬ 
men  and  5  purveyors  of  milk. 

I  have  made  many  surprise  visits  during  the  year,  and  have 
found  the  milk  stores  kept  well  limewashed,  the  tins  and  vessels 
clean,  and  the  dairies  well  ventilated.  The  drainage  has  received 
my  especial  attention :  this  has  been  kept  in  good  working  order 
and  1  dairy  completely  re-cl rained.  Improvements  have  been 
made  in  some  of  the  cowsheds,  and  I  am.  pleased  to  report  that  the 
condition  of  the  sheds  have  generally  improved  and  the  manure 
more  regularly  removed. 

The  dairies  are  not  large,  and  as  a  consequence  very  little 
milk  is  stored. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

The  total  number  of  slaughterhouses  in  use  in  the  Borough 
is  16,  being  1  less  than  last  year’s  total,  and  are  situated  as  follows  : 
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9  in  Scarrotts  Lane. 

1  in  Cockram’s  Yard. 

1  in  Chain  Lane. 

1  in  High  Street. 

1  in  Pyle  Street. 

1  in  Cross  Street. 

1  in  East  Street. 

1  in  Carisbrooke  Load. 

Twelve  licenses  have  been  renewed  for  1  year  ;  4  of  these 
are  for  slaughtering  beasts  and  8  for  swine  only.  Of  the  remaining 
4  which  are  registered  slaughterhouses  (they  having  been  in 
existence  a  number  of  years  previous  to  the  passing  of  the  Act  of 
Parliament  requiring  the  annual  renewal  of  the  license).  2  are  used 
for  slaughtering  beasts  and  2  for  swine  only.  The  lime  washing 
and  drainage  has  been  well  attended  to,  and  2  floors  have  been 
re-join  ted  and  made  watertight. 

The  manure  and  offals  have  been  periodically  removed,  and 
I  have  had  no  cause  to  report  any  proprietor  for  a  breach  of  the 
regulations. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE. 

123  cases  were  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

On  receipt  of  his  instructions,  I  visited  the  premises  and 
examined  the  drainage  and  their  general  sanitary  condition. 
Where  defects  were  found,  the  usual  notices  were  served  calling 
on  the  responsible  persons  to  remedy  the  defects,  and  I  am  pleased 
to  report  these  notices  were  all  complied  with. 

In  all  cases  disinfectants  were  supplied  free  by  your  Authority, 
and  after  the  patients  had  recovered  the  infected  rooms  were 
disinfected  with  formalin  vapour  and  spray. 

In  addition,  a  number  of  rooms  which  have  been  occupied  by 
persons  suffering  from  measles,  cancer,  tubercular  and  other  non- 
notifiable  diseases  have  been  disinfected  at  the  request  of  medical 

men. 


As  I  have  stated  in  former  reports,  the  majority  of  the  houses 
in  which  these  cases  occur  are  so  small  that  complete  isolation 
is  almost  impossible  and,  therefore,  to  render  any  form  of  disin¬ 
fection  effectual  it  frequently  becomes  necessary  to  disinfect 
several  rooms  in  one  house. 
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With  the  provision  of  a  sanitary  hospital  this  difficulty  will, 
to  a  great  extent,  be  removed.  The  total  number  of  rooms 
disinfected  during  the  year  is  119. 


LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 


In  no  instance  has  it  been  found  necessary  to  seek  magisterial 

aid. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 


There  is  only  1  registered  Common  Lodging  House  in  the 
Borough,  situated  in  South  Street.  This  is  kept  clean  and  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Many  surprise  visits  have  been  made  to  the  various  workshops, 
workrooms,  and  premises  which  come  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act. 


There  are  no  large  factories  in  the  Borough,  the  largest  being 
the  workshops  of  the  I.W.  Central  Railway  Company,  and  these 
are  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

The  tailors’  and  dressmakers’  workrooms  need  most  attention, 
some  of  them  being  rather  small  and  consequently  rather  difficult 
to  keep  well  ventilated,  but  as  a  rule  there  are  not  more  than  2  or 
3  workers  in  each  room. 

I  make  frequent  visits  to  these  rooms,  but  have  had  no  cause 
to  report  any  proprietor  to  your  Authority,  as  my  wishes  and 
suggestions  are  always  attended  to. 

The  other  workshops  and  premises,  such  as  carpenters’,  smiths’, 
carriage  works,  painters’,  cabinet  makers’,  etc.,  are  all  provided 
with  air  space  and  sanitary  accommodation  sufficient  for  the  num¬ 
ber  of  work  people  employed. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  public  schools  in  the  Borough  are  5  in  number — 3  elemen¬ 
tary,  each  consisting  of  3  departments,  namely  :  Girls,  boys,  and 
infants  ;  1  higher  grade,  and  the  Grammar  School.  I  have  made 
frequent  inspection  of  the  drains  and  sanitary  arrangements 
and  have  invariably  found  them  clean  and  in  good  working  order. 
The  trough  system  of  closet  is  gradually  being  replaced  by  the 
independent  basin,  and  I  would  like  here  to  add  my  testimony 
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to  that  of  many  others,  that  after  more  than  20  years’  experience 
as  a  Sanitary  Inspector  I  have  frequently  found  the  trough  system 
of  closet  very  offensive  and  objectionable,  and  the  greatest  care 
and  attention  is  needed  to  prevent  it  becoming  a  serious  nuisance, 
but  with  the  independent  basins  as  they  are  now  fitted,  with 
ordinary  care  and  attention  no  nuisance  need  occur. 

The  private  schools  are  few  in  number  and  no  complaint  has 
been  received  from  them. 

FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

These  have  been  of  good  quality  and  no  complaint  has  been 
received  respecting  them. 

SCAVENGING  AND  COLLECTION  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

This  wrork  is  still  done  by  contract,  and  I  still  find  this  to  be 
one  of  the  duties  which  demands  my  constant  attention  and 
supervision.  The  system  of  collection  adopted  by  the  Town 
Council,  namely  that  of  collecting  the  house  refuse  with  the 
street  sweepings  both  together,  makes  it  a  most  difficult  matter 
to  carry  out  with  anything  like  regularity,  because  of  the  varying 
quantity  and  quality  of  the  material  to  be  collected,  and  this 
has  been  more  especially  the  case  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  when  everything  was  so  sodden  and  the  road  sweepings 
were  so  increased  in  quantity.  I  am  fully  aware  great  improve¬ 
ment  must  be  made  in  this  department  before  anything  like  a 
satisfactory  state  of  things  can  be  realised.  After  another  year’s 
experience  I  must  again  express  my  opinion  that  before  a  solution 
of  the  difficulty  is  arrived  at  a  separate  collection  must  be  made 
of  house  refuse  apart  from  that  of  road  and  street  sweepings.  I 
am  aware  it  will  probably  be  rather  more  expensive,  but  I  think 
the  extra  cost  will  be  justified  if  the  work  can  be  done  with  more 
regularity  and  the  objectionable  pails,  boxes,  and  other  receptacles 
for  ashes,  etc.,  can  be  removed  from  the  streets.  There  are  also 
other  advantages  which  I  think  are  worth  your  consideration  before 
entering  into  another  contract.
